Here in Korenovka, a large 
stanitza, or Cossack town, of be- 
tween-15,000 and 20,000 inhabitants, 
the norm is four acres for each in- 
dividual. So a family of six mem- 
bers: would be entitled to receive 24 
acres. 

Equality Has Not Resulted 

This agrarian revolution has not 
produced the degree of material 
equality which one might have an- 
ticipated. The average Cossack lives 
in a farmhouse such as one might 
find in western Eurape; many of the

poorer Russians, on the other hand, 
are to be found in squalid mud huts. 
Then the Cossacks have a great ad- 
vantage in the matter of working 
animals. Most of them succeeded 
in saving from the war at least one 
or two horses, while 70 per cent of 
the Russian settlers have none. The 
horseloss peasant is usually obliged 
to lease his land to a richer neighbor, 
and so gets nothing out of it, except 
the rental. So the old dependence 
of Russians upon Cossacks will 
probably continue to exist until the 
peasants are provided with working 
tnimals. 

The Russian ‘settlers and the Cos- 
sacks generally preserve the politi- 
cal sympathies which they showed 
during the civil war. The Cossacks, 
unlike the majority of the Russian 
peasants, are quite unshaken in their 
loyalty to. religion and the church.

‘velopment of Argentine agriculture. 


Upon the conclusion of his Washing- 
ton visit, he will make a tour of the 
principal agricultural institutions of 
the country, in Mississippi, Iowa, 
Ohio, North Dakota, Wisconsin, and 
Massachusetts, with a short stop in 
Ontario, Canada. 

The institution of the agricultural 
college in Argentina is 20 years old, 
r. Spangenberg told a representa- 
tive of The Christian Science Moni- 
tor. There are at present four such 
colleges, all of them under the di- 
rection of the national Government 
—at Tecuman, Cordoba, Mendoza, 
and Casilda, the latter being the 
largest and the one of which he is 
the director. Each of these schools 
specializes in a certain branch of 
agriculture—stock raising, wheat and 
cotton. growing, or dairying.. The 
number of pupils actually in attend- 
ance is not large, according to Mr. 
Spangenberg, averaging about 80; 
but the schools are increasingly 
active as information centers for 
Argentine farmers. It is this phase 


particularly interested, and which 
he wishes to develop to the degrec 
of efficiency which has been worked 
out in the United States.

Nevertheless, it is a fact that oxen 
still supply some of the motive 
power on farms in southern England 
as it did in the Middle Ages and in 
Roman times. Today, the contrast 
between the slow-moving, stolid 
oxen engaged in plowing or cart- 
ing, and the noisy, fussy stationary 
engine employed for threshing or 
steam-plowing; or the motor trac- 
tor plow, or. lumbering motor-

Until comparatiyely recent 
times they were so used in Scotland:

ployees of Lever Bros. at Port Sun- 
light, held for the purpose of dis- 
tributing copartnership certificates 


Lord Leverhulme announced, and the 
total amount of the certificates they 
hold is £2,600,000, in addition to 
what is held by the copartners out of 
their dividends, and with £522,000 of 
8 per cent preferred ordinary shares 
and £107,000 in the firm’s sa 
bank, the total investments come to 
more than £3,300,000. The average 
amount of-dividend paid to each co- 
partner last year was about £12, or 
approximately 6s. per week. This 
great financial interest in the firm’s 
fortunes, Lord Leverhulme claimed, 
was a better reserve than any re- 
serve fund, inasmuch as it produced 
ardor and enthusiasm among the em- 
ployees, 

Lord Leverhulme deprecated the 
interference of the state and urged 
more business and less politics. All 
that ailed-them was too little pro- 
duction, he went on. The Bolshevist

attitude assumed by Mr. MacDonald’s Gov- 
ernment. ä 

These things, however, no longer constitute 
a political issue. The'only international ques- 
tion on which the Labor Party can go to the 
people would be the pending treaty with Rus- 
sia; on which but a very weak appeal could be 
made to British public sentiment. Nor does it, 
appear that there is any distinct domestic issue 
on which the elections to be held on Oct. 29 
can be determined. The British electorate 
seems likely to be faced with a situation not 
unlike that which frequently confronts the 
voters of the United States of America, namely, 
the task of determining an election in accord- 
ance with their opinion as to the relative merits 
of parties, rather than upon any specific and 
concrete political issue. 

In such a case there does not seem much 
reason to anticipate a more decisive result than 
occurred in the last general election. Should 
this be true, once again Parliament will be 
divided into three parties, with no majority 
back of any responsible leader. This will not 
make for good government, any more than the 
possible failure of any party in the United 

States, in November, to secure a majority in 
the electoral college or in Congress, will make 
for good government. 

It Would seem that, in both of these great 
English-speaking nations, party government is 
on trial. Its stability is menaced by the growth 
of third parties. And yet it would be at once 
illogical and unreasonable to declare that no 
third party should ever be organized. Perhaps 
the solution may lie in the steady growth of 
a third party to a position of dominance, as the 
Republican Party in the United States, which 
was started as a protest against the two exist 
ing parties, ultimately became the dommant 
party in the Nation. If Labor is to repeat this 
achievement in England, it must be at the ex- 
pense of one of the established parties. Which 
one is it likely to supplant?

Fhe contrast induces certain reflections. It 
would appear, after all, that people in general 
are not so much interested in the vast inter- 


‘national problems of today or in the great pub- 


lic personages in whose hands are placed the 
destinies of the nations, as in-the amusements 
that may be furnished to them and in the per- 
formers who give them pleasure. 

It would be possible to make some gloomy 
reflections on this subject, but the truth is by 
no means as discouraging as may be thought 


at first. The public is not interested, relatively

It does not wish to pit itself against 
It is, in 
short, becoming indifferent to all these innu- 
merable international wrangles. ‘| ~ 

This places greater responsibility than ever 
upon the few individuals who ‘are intrusted 
with the great tasks of the world. Hitherto, and 
especially since the war, they have suffered 
from timidity. ‘They have believed that the 
mob was ready to denounce them and that 
they had to pay the greatest attention to public 
opinion. The truth is that public opinion is 
prepared to accept whatever may be done with 
sincerity, provided it does not disturb unduly 
the normal course of existence. 

Public opinion, in reality, is the opinign of a 
comparatively restricted number of students 
of world affairs. One could certainly wish that 
these students were more numerous; one could 
wish that the real public were as interested in 
M. Herriot as. in Jackie Coogan, but at least 
one can find some consolation in the fact that 
M. Herriot and the statesmen of all countries 
can, if they choose, work unreservedly for 
peace without bringing upon themselves the 
reproaches of people who desire only one thing 
—that good relations shall be restored between 
the peoples. The lions which it is the custom 


to depict in the path of peace are chained. 


They will do no harm. The well-meaning 
statesman with fine aspirations can proceed 
without fear. He has no need to be perpetually 
asking himself whether public opinion will 
pounce upon him and rend him. He has 
ell. 

Perhaps this is the best lesson that can be 
learned from the comparison of the receptions 
of Jackie Coogan and of M. Herriot at the Paris 
station. The public wants to work and ‘play, 
and it wants the statesmen for their part to 
go ahead with their job without troublifig over- 
much about the masses whose attention is 
directed elsewhere. One would like to see a 
greater and a growing interest in the bigger 
questions, One must do one’s best to develop 
such interest, but in the meantime, at any rate, 
the statesmen must remember that their re- 
sponsibility is absolute and that they must 
behave fearlessly according to their int ligence 
and their conscience.

The people of every age or era have always 
been. inclined to.estimate the achievements of 
their time as the greatest in history. There is 
Achievement is progressive. 
‘When Ezra Meeker went west he traveled by 
that method which assured him the result de- 
sired. Speed was not the chief consideration. 
There were no stage coaches along the route. 
No railroad penetrating the forests and deserts 
and tunneling the mountains in the direction 
he desired to go. had been projected. The 
airplane and the automobile had probably 
only been dreamed of. 
more modern means of transport would never 
have been devised and perfected had not such 
men as Ezra Meeker, pathfinder and pioneer, 
by employing to the fullest capacity the thing 
at hand, emphasized the need of a better 
method: It is by this reaching out, by. this 
utilization of the best which one possesses, that 
the way is opened for the newer and better. 

It may have seemed to Ezra Meeker and to 
those who knew of what then was regarded a 
great accomplishment in negotiating this long 
distance, that the ultimate in human progress 
along that particular line had been attained. 
It so seemed, no doubt; when Robert Ful 8 
proved the adaptability of steam to naviga 
Likewise when the first crude locomotive, aia. 
ceded on its course by a man on foot to give 
warning of its approach, drew its short train 
of tiny cars along its winding track, no doubt 
it was supposed that beyond that there could 
be little progress in transportation. But | 
thoughtful persons of this day and age seem 
to have learned not to be too ready with .the 
answer when asked if, in their opinion, the 
limit of progress along these and other lines 
has béen reached. . 

There are convincing evidences - eve here 
of the .reléase of human thought from those 
circumscribing and limiting influences which 
once made intelligent progress slow.- Ezra 
Meeker retraces, in a day or two, the route 
which required months to cover seventy years 
ago. Men talk into a simple, device and are 
heard. half-way around the world. Seas are 
crossed and recrossed in comfort and compara- 
tive safety. And even greater and better things 
have been accomplished by. contemporaneous 
thoughtful activity: The gain is not all on the 
material side. As men have been emancipated 
from tedious plodding, they have gained a 
clearer concept of their freedom: The manner 
of this deliverance has not been accidental or 
merely evolutionary. Thought, rightly di- 
rected, has been the agency. This being true, 
no one can place a limit beyond which ‘such 
development and growth shall not go.
